They started by using Lake 
Okeechobee:as a controlled- water 
storage area. Then, with.. earth 
dikes, they created three huge res- 
ervoirs south of it. 

These conservation areas, Cover- 
ing more than the state of Rhode 
Island, gave the District some 
place to put the rainy season. And 
because the unwanted water has 
not been dumped out to sea—as 
would be done if the Project were 
concerned only with drainage: — 
the water is available for use dur- 
ing the dry months of the year. 

More than 650 miles of canals

‘Meet Regulations

This fact was pointed out by 
Henry A. Huettner Regional Di- 
rector of the: U. S. Labor Depart- 
ment’s Wage and Hour and Public 
Contracts Divisions, in issuing a 
reminder on the provisions of the 
law to farmers and contractors 
who expect to hire young workers 
imum for the employment of child- 
to help with the fall harvest. 

The Act sets a 16-year age min- 
ren in agriculture during. school 
hours and applies to children of 
migratory.workers as well as to 
local children. The only exceptioa 


ively for his parents or guardians 
on their farm. 

“The uneducated children of to- 
day are thé unemployed workers of 
tomorrow,” Huettner said,  ''and 
children who follow. the.crops are 
usually more educationally disad- 
vantaged than boys and girls who 
do not work in the fields.” 

Each year the Divisions find 


in the fields and have never at- 
tended any: school. Others may 
‘have gone.to school but are usually 
in grades below normal for their 
ages. 

Huettner said that children may 
legally work in agriculture outside 
of school hours or on weekends 
and holidays, but their place is in 
the classroom when school is in 
session. 

“All states also have cliild-labor 
laws,” -he .sdid, “and most have 
:school attendance laws, If ‘the 
į standards differ from the federal 
law, the higher standards apply.”
